THE BIBLICAL BASIS 
FOR EVANGELISM

R egardless of the area of biblical study, one is confronted with the sinful 
state of man, God’s plan for delivering man from the bondage of sin, and 
His desire to reconcile man to Himself. I will mention only five obvious 
segments of this subject as seen in Scripture. As these are followed through, a 
clear picture of God’s will in the matter of evangelism may be seen. 

The Bible As A Whole 

The eight steps of man’s relation to sin and to God are seen in: a. God’s com¬ 
mand (Gen. 2:16-17); b. Man’s disobedience (Gen. 3:1-6); c. The resulting state 
of sin (Gen. 3:7); d. God seeking the sinner (Gen. 3:8-14); e. The promised 
Redeemer and Satan’s ultimate defeat (Gen. 3:15); f. God’s provision of a 
temporary covering (atonement) for reconciliation between Himself and Adam 
(Gen. 3:21); g. This temporary covering continuing until the Seed (Christ) comes 
to judge and remove sin at the cross (John 1:29); h. The second coming of Christ 
when man’s salvation will be complete and every believer will receive his new 
body. All prophecy culminates in the exaltation of Christ after His voluntary 
humiliation to redeem man from the bondage of sin and death. 

The Choosing Of The Nation Of Israel 

We may deduce three basic reasons why God chose Israel: a. As a repository 
for His Word, that He might give to mankind the revelation of Himself and His 
eternal purpose and plan of redemption; b. As a channel for the Redeemer, Jesus 
Christ, who was a Jew after the flesh and declared the Son of God by the resur¬ 
rection from the dead (Rom. 1:3-4); c. As a witness to the nations. Psalm 67 sets 
forth Israel as a missionary among the nations. Our Lord Jesus declared, “Salva¬ 
tion is of the Jews’’ (John 4:22). 

Jesus Christ Declared His Purpose For Coming Into The World 

“For the Son of man is come to seek and to save that which was lost’’ (Luke 
19:10). “I am come that they might have life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly’’ (John 10:10). “And this is the will of Him that sent me, that every 
one which seeth the Son, and believeth on Him, may have everlasting life; and I 
will raise him up at the last day” (John 6:40). 

The Commission Of Jesus Christ To His Disciples 

In communion with the Father, our Lord said, “As thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them into the world” (John 17:18). Since Christ 
clearly states His purpose of coming into the world, His purpose for believers is 
also clearly set forth! In Matt. 28:18-20 the command, “Go ye,” has been a 
watch word to all who have believed in this age. 

Response To Christ’s Command 

Scripture records many responses to Christ’s command. Among them are the 
following: a. Peter - “This Jesus hath God raised up, whereof we all are wit¬ 
nesses” (Acts 2:32); b. The angel to Philip - “Arise and go” (Acts 8:26); c. The 
Lord to Ananias - “Arise and go” (Acts 9:11-12); d. The spirit to Peter - 
“Arise ... and go” (Acts 10:17-20); e. The Spirit - “Separate me Barnabas 
and Saul” (Acts 13:1-4); f. Paul to the Corinthians -- “Now then we are am¬ 
bassadors for Christ” (2 Cor. 5:20); g. Paul and his commission - “I have ap¬ 
peared unto thee for this purpose, to make thee a minister and a witness . . . 
delivering thee from the people, and from the Gentiles, unto whom now I send 
thee.” Paul added, “I was not disobedient unto the heavenly vision” (Acts 26:16-20). 
What should be our response to Christ’s command? 


Give us a watchword for the hour, 

A thrilling word, a word of power; 

A battle cry, a flaming breath, 

A call to conquest or to death; 

A word to rouse the church from rest, 
To heed the Master's high behest. 


The call is given, ye hosts arise. 

The watchword is evangelize! 

To fallen men, a dying race. 

Make known the gift of gospel grace. 
The world that now in darkness lies, 
O Church of Christ, Evangelize! 
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west side of Baltimore, Maryland. Confronted with a new group, I 
felt strongly led to present the claims of Jesus Christ to them. That 
evening two thirds of them responded to my invitation and re¬ 
ceived Christ as their personal Savior. Immediately they requested 
me to help them organize into a church. I tried. A half-year later in 
April 1980, the Bethel Presbyterian Church was formally born. A 
constitution and by-laws were adopted and church officers elected. 
The Lord has blessed the meager beginning, and today the church 
has become a family of five hundred people with an annual budget 
of some $200,000. 

In June of this year the church celebrated its first anniversary 
over a period of three weeks. The first week the forty-member 
choir praised the Lord for His goodness with a one-hour concert 
singing the entire Vivaldi “Gloria ,, with the accompaniment of the 
Peabody Conservatory Chamber Ensemble. During the second 
week a speaker was brought in for a three-day Bible conference. 
The celebration ended the third week with a weekend family retreat. 

The question has been asked, to what may the success of Bethel 
Church be attributed? And, what specific facets of ministry have 
been employed to achieve this growth? The answer lies in several 
areas of ministry. 

A YEAR OF SALVATION 

At the onset I was merely asked to fill the pulpit of the new church 
on Sundays. Since my arrival at Washington Bible College in 
1977, I had been invited to preach for different churches and 
groups and was traveling a lot on weekends. I really did not wish to 
,get involved with a local church at this time, but after much agoni¬ 
sing prayer I accepted the challenge as the will of God. Immediately 
I declared 1980 as the “Year of Salvation,” and launched an 
evangelistic thrust within the group. We wanted to make sure that 
everyone who came in contact with us knew Christ as his/her 
personal Savior. 

We used the Coral Ridge Evangelism Explosion approach. This 
method of personal evangelism had been effective in my personal 
ministry for a number of years. Now at Bethel Church, the success 
rate using Evangelism Explosion proved to be more than 90% in

Reflections has asked him to 
share his experience in building a local church so that all of our 
readership might benefit by the knowledge of how God has worked 
through him. 

A MEAGER BEGINNING 

One Sunday evening about two years ago I was invited to meet 
with a group of some fifty people in the basement of a home on the 


my personal evangelism work. During the first year I personally 
saw more than 120 people come to Christ.'“The Lord added 
to the church daily.” Souls were saved; lives were changed. 
New spiritual experiences created an excitement within the 
church. 

My preaching was Bible-centerd with a heavy emphasis on 
personal salvation and spiritual growth. Abstract messages were 
avoided. Messages were made practical and down to earth so 
that the hearers could immediately apply every message to their 
own lives. Early in my ministry I also learned the importance of 
building Christian families. As Richard Baxter, the sixteenth- 
century pastor has written, “to build up a church, set the indi¬ 
vidual families on fire for the Lord.” I particularly worked to 
reach the heads of the families. The Lord has blessed this effort. 
The results were good, and we were privileged to see many 
strong Christian families develop and grow together in the Lord. 
To aid in this, our church was also greatly involved in training 
the young people in Christian character. The results in this 
area led many new families to our fellowship. 
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BASIC DISCIPLESHIP TRAINING 

My Sunday messages alone were not enough to build a good 
local church. According to several statistical studies it has been 
suggested that any successful church should have at least 20% of 
its congregation thoroughly trained. We started what we affec¬ 
tionately called “Wednesday College,” which is essentially a two- 
hour training session. We called for the total commitment of our 
members’ lives to the Lord. No saved person will truly live for the 
Lord until he has totally committed himself. We began to see more 
and more people committed to stand with the Lord. 

We organized a series of seven Bible studies on salvation, the 
Word, the victorious Christian life, prayer life, personal evangelism, 
future rewards, and the second coming of Christ. The entire con¬ 
gregation was encouraged to finish these basic studies and certifi¬ 
cates were issued for completion. Those who attended these ses¬ 
sions became the core workers of the church. 

Then, we trained our people with the Navigators’ 2:7 Series 
which gave them a chance to re-examine their lives and reaffirm 
their faith in Christ. We ended the first year of my involvement 
with Bethel Church by conducting Coral Ridge Evangelism Ex¬ 
plosion classes. This created an evangelical fervor in the hearts of 
the people who began to reach out to their friends and neighbors. 

TAPE MINISTRY 

From the beginning one individual began to tape our training 
sessions for his own personal need. But the request for the tapes 
so increased that we had to turn it into a major church ministry. 
Every lesson and every message was recorded on tape. At first, 
people began to use the tapes for their own personal studies, but 
soon they began to use them as tools for evangelism. Within a 
year 3,500 copies of various tapes were sold and distributed. One 
couple dedicated themselves to this ministry. It now takes the total 
dedication of this retired couple to meet the needs of tape repro¬ 
duction. 

The people of the church were strongly encouraged to install 
cassette tape decks in their cars so they could listen to tapes while 
going and coming from work or even on trips to the grocery. No 
time was to be wasted. This was blessed by the Lord beyond our 
expectation. People carried the tapes everywhere with them, even 
during their vacations. Tapes became one of the most favorite 
gift items. If someone would travel to Europe, he would arm him¬ 
self with these tapes before he left for the journey. He would then 
leave the tapes with the people he visited. The tapes have found 
their way to five continents, and requests are coming in for more 
and more. Now, two machines are grinding out tapes every day 
during the week. 

QUIET TIME STRESSED 

The Lord taught me early in my personal ministry that daily 
quiet time is an extremely important practice which contributes to 
personal spiritual growth more than anything else in the Christian 
life - perhaps the second most important thing for a Christian, 
next to the rebirth experience itself. We strongly stressed a consis¬ 
tent quiet time with the Lord. But I was also aware that unless 
the people were provided with some sort of a guide, only a small 
percentage of them would follow through and set up such a time 
with the Lord on a daily basis. We examined various literature and 
chose Our Daily Bread as a guide. We gave this publication to our 
people and showed them how to use it. My visits to their homes, 
shops, and offices showed me that they were using it. I saw the 
Bible along with a copy of Our Daily Bread together wherever I 
went to visit. Many of our people have shared with me the blessing 


they have received by establishing a daily devotional time. 

We discovered that there were some people, particularly among 
the senior members of the church, who were not able to read the 
devotional guides. For them we recorded the devotional messages 
and installed two telephone answering machines for the people to 
call in to hear the message. This has proved to be effective for the 
older people and many others as well. Even in the middle of their 
work day some folks call in for a spiritual lift. 

We also wanted to reach out to the business people in our area, 
and a decision was made to send Our Daily Bread to them. As of 
today about five hundred copies are sent out in addition to those 
distributed to church members. Our church secretary reports that 
every week she receives about ten new requests for Our Daily 
Bread. 

A VITAL MUSIC PROGRAM 

I have been a firm believer in the rich blessings of good Christian 
music. I wanted to “saturate” the people with good music. Music 
touches body, soul, and spirit of man. I made a recommendation to 
the church that they hire the best possible minister of music. There 
were to be three qualifications: (1) a born-again Christian; (2) one 
who was highly trained in music in general and in Christian music 
in particular; and (3) a man who has had a clear record of a suc¬ 
cessful interpersonal relationship. The church prayed for such a 
man for a whole year. The Lord answered our prayer and we found 
one such man in New York. The Lord has blessed the church 
through his ministry, and good Christian music has edified the 
congregation greatly. 

LAY MINISTRY ESSENTIAL 

If you ask me how I carry out this church responsibility along 
with being a full-time professor at Washington Bible College, my 
first answer is simple: “the grace of God.” The second answer 
would be the lay ministry. When the congregation first asked me 
to preach for them on Sundays, it appeared to be a simple request. 
But everyone who has been in the ministry for any length of time 
knows that it is not that simple. From the beginning I made it clear 
that I could not be involved with every detail of church business 
affairs. Except for spiritual areas, every other ministry in the church 
would have to be carried out by the lay leadership. I have insisted 
on this from the outset and the people understood it. Unless it was 
absolutely necessary the lay leadership did not bring matters of 
secondary importance to my attention. Various committees have 
been invested with the authority to carry out whatever task lies 
ahead for the church. They are doing a fine job. I preach, teach, 
train, counsel, and pray. This is the primary ministry within my 
capacity. So far the Lord has blessed the lay ministry. They are 
growing, maturing, and doing a wonderful work for the Lord. Now 
they are on the verge of calling a full-time pastor. 

It has been a real source of joy and pleasure for me to have had 
an opportunity to help the Bethel Presbyterian Church get es¬ 
tablished. For the last year and a half I have seen people saved, 
become excited for the Lord, be trained, and join in serving the 
Lord. In January, I declared this year as the “Year of Transforma¬ 
tion.” I have a strong desire to see our members’ lives transformed 
in such a way to conform to the image of our Lord Jesus Christ. By 
no means is the church perfect; it is a young church, but the Spirit 
of the Lord is working among us. 

In the vicinity of Bethel Presbyterian Church, as in every locale, 
the field is ripe; the harvest is great; time is short; more laborers are 
needed. Wherever God has placed us, we need to maximize our 
time, energy, and talents for the Lord. This is no hour in which to 
waver or to waste our time. The needs are too great, £ 
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T he last fourth of the twentieth 
century has witnessed a virtual 
full-circle turn in the morality of 
the western world. When the impact of 
the Gospel was first made on the pagan 
culture of the Greeks and Romans, 
immorality was rampant. Faithfulness 
in marriage was rare, divorce was com¬ 
mon, aberrant sexual practice was wide¬ 
spread, and unwanted children were 
aborted or killed subsequent to birth. 

People with all this in their background 
came to know Christ and His cleansing 
power (1 Cor. 6:9-11); yet, they had 
need of basic instruction concerning 
sexual purity through self-restraint. They 
also had to learn the basics of proper 
treatment of their mates in light of the 
liberation of the Holy Spirit. 

Paul writes his first letter to the fledg¬ 
ling church of the Thessalonians to en¬ 
courage them in their newly found faith. 
His challenge includes holiness in their 
sex life (1 Thess. 4:1-8). 

The purpose of this article is to dis¬ 
cuss the phrase “That everyone should 
know how to possess his vessel in 
sanctification and honor” (1 Thess. 4:4). 
The question is, does Paul mean that 
the Christian (man) is to learn to con¬ 
trol his own body, or does he teach that 
a man should get married to avoid the 
problem of fornication? Either position 
teaches sexual purity, but to learn the 
precise nuance of Paul’s instruction, a 
study will be undertaken of the word 
“possess,” namely ktaomai. 

The Old Testament. The word 
ktaomai in the Greek Old Testament 
has almost exclusively the meaning of 
“to gain possession of something 
external to oneself.” The noun form, 
ktema , means “a possession” as it 
does also in the New Testament.

The New Testament. The verb 
ktaomai only appears seven times in 
the New Testament. We will now look 
at each occurrence of the word in an 
effort to determine its precise meaning. 

Matthew 10:9. Jesus sends the dis¬ 
ciples out to teach and preach. He 
charges them to “provide (ktaomai) 
neither gold nor silver nor brass in your 
purses.” The idea here is that of gaining 
possession of something external. They 
are instructed not to “acquire” money 
to take with them on the trip. 

Luke 18:12. Jesus epitomizes the 
attitude of many of the Pharisees in the 
parable of the Pharisee and the tax 
collector. The Pharisee says, “I give 
tithes of all that I possess (ktaomai). 1 ' 
Here, the word must mean “to acquire” 
since tithes are only paid on newly 
acquired income. 

Acts 1:18. Peter, speaking of Judas, 
says, “Now this man purchased (ktaomai) 
a field with the reward of iniquity.” 
Clearly, Judas acquired something ex¬ 
ternal to himself. The emphasis is not 
on controlling what he already has, but 
on obtaining something. 

Acts 8:20. Peter severely rebukes 
Simon by saying, “Thy money perish 
with thee, because thou hast thought 
that the gift of God may be purchased 
(ktaomai) with money.” Here, again, 
the apostles’ ability was something 
Simon did not have. He wanted to ac¬ 
quire it, not control something he al¬ 
ready had. 

Acts 22:28. In this context, the 
commander of the Roman garrison is 
surprised to learn that Paul is a Roman 
citizen. He says, with some pride, “With 
a great sum obtained (ktaomai) I this 
freedom.” 

These five uses of ktaomai indicate 
that, as in the Old Testament, the basic 


meaning of the word is to gain posses¬ 
sion, to buy, to acquire. If this is its 
most common meaning, one would 
expect it to mean in 1 Thessalonians 
4:4, “to acquire” or “to gain control” 
of something or someone external to 
himself, namely a wife. “Vessel” in this 
case would mean “wife” as in 1 Peter 
3:7 and not “body.” 

However, before we can make this 
assumption final, we must look at a 
verse in Luke (21:19) where ktaomai 
seems to mean the opposite and would, 
therefore, support the meaning of 
“body” for vessel. 

In this difficult passage, Jesus says, 
“In your patience possess ye your souls.” 
The New International Version trans¬ 
lates, “By standing firm you will save 
yourselves.” This is in a similar con¬ 
text to Matthew 24:13 where Jesus 
says, “But he that shall endure unto the 
end, the same shall be saved.” Without 
trying to interpret these verses as they 
are found in the Olivet Discourse, we 
can see that the use of ktaomai in Luke 
21:19 maintains its normal meaning 
of acquiring; that is, to gain deliverance 
for the soul. 

Paul, therefore, is teaching the Thes¬ 
salonians the same thing he taught the 
Corinthians (1 Cor. 7:2): “Nevertheless, 
to avoid fornication, let every man have 
his own wife, and let every woman have 
her own husband.” Paul tells the Thes- 
salonian believers that the only legitimate 
sexual outlet is marriage and that mar¬ 
riage is to be in sanctification and honor. 

Today, also, it is imperative that the 
believer recognize that marriage is the 
only means God has given as a fulfill¬ 
ment of the sexual desire. Furthermore, 
the marriage is to be entered with a 
consciousness of sanctification and honor. 
When this scriptural concept is grasped 
and practiced, no one will “go beyond 
and defraud his brother in the matter 
(of fornication).” 

Scriptural language is emphatic in its 
demand that Christians lead a chaste, 
pure life before God and the world. 
God has not only charged us to live 
such a life -- He has also provided the 
enablement through the Holy Spirit.

SERVANT OF 


T he world’s emphasis today is on 
rights. Our whole society is struc¬ 
tured around a basic selfishness, 
where above all else a person should not 
have to cow-tow to anyone, but rather 
be his own man or woman. In order to 
make it in this world, so we are told, it 
is necessary to assert our individual 
rights, apparently without regard for the 
rights of those around us. For example, 
a common argument in defense of abor¬ 
tion is that a woman has a “right” to 
her own body, and thus it is her right to 
choose whether or not that life which 
has begun within her womb may live or 
die. No thought is given to the “rights” 
of that life within her, nor of any re¬ 
sponsibility for that life. 

The biblical viewpoint, however, is 
quite different. For a Christian, the key 
concept is not rights or power, but 
rather selflessness and service. It is 
essential for us to develop that selfless, 
servant-like attitude that God wants 
each of us to have. With this goal in 
mind, in this article we shall look at 
three keys to becoming God’s servants, 
as they are revealed in our Lord’s re¬ 
sponse to the mother of James and 
John in Matthew 20:20-28. 

Contentment (Matt. 20:20-24) 

The first important factor as revealed 
in this passage in becoming a servant 
of God is that we must be content in the 
place God has put us. This point may 
be seen in the attitudes of the three in¬ 
dividuals or groups whom Jesus deals 
with in this passage. We shall briefly 
examine them in turn. 

The first person Jesus encounters is 
Mary, the mother of James and John 
(vv. 20-21). Her request is striking: she 
desires her sons to sit in the two most 
prominent positions with Jesus in His 
kingdom. It is very possible that this 
woman was the sister of Jesus’ mother, 
Mary, and thus would have been Jesus’ 
aunt (compare Matt. 27:56; Mark 15:40; 
and John 19:25). If so, this provides all 
the more reason why she thought she 
could secure this favor for her sons. In 
any event, while we should recognize 
and commend this mother’s love for her 
sons, we cannot commend her attempt 
to place them in a position of prominence 
over that of the others. This is selfish, 
and entirely contrary to God’s way. 

The sons likewise desire a position of 
prominence, rather than being content 
with their current situation. According

to Mark’s account, James and John 
also make the same request as their 
mother (Mark 10:35-37). Even in Mat¬ 
thew, it is evident that the sons are in 
agreement with their mother’s request, 
since Jesus addresses them all in verse 
22 (the Greek word is oidate, which 
means “you [plural] know”). Once 
again, we see that self-seeking is con¬ 
trary to God’s way. So often we desire 
that place, like the Pharisees, where we 
will be known and recognized, yet we 
shun the place of quiet service, where 
we will not be acclaimed. Paul, in com¬ 
mending Timothy to the Philippians, 
notes that Timothy’s service and dedi¬ 
cation is unusual, because all others 
“seek their own, not the things which 
are Jesus Christ’s” (Phil. 2:21). Notice 
that Jesus lovingly points out in verse 22 
that the road to greatness will not be 
without suffering first, a message which 
He repeats in a poignant way at the 
end of the passage (v. 28). 

The third group, namely the other 
ten disciples, demonstrate that their at¬ 
titude is no better than that of James 
and John. They do not like the possi¬ 
bility of preferential treatment on the 
part of Jesus towards these two. In fact, 
they are incensed. It is sad to say that 
even up to the last hour of Jesus’ life, in 
the upper room, Luke records that the 
disciples were still arguing over this 
question of which one would be the 
greatest (Luke 22:24). As Christians 
we should rejoice if our brother in Christ 
prospers. We are, after all, one body - 
yet, how few times we realize this, and 
how often instead we waste God’s time 
by comparing ourselves with others, 
and then envying one another rather 
than edifying one another. 


We must, therefore, be content in the 
place God has put us, accepting God’s 
sovereign place for us (see v. 23). Paul 
makes the same observation in 1 Corin¬ 
thians 7:24: “Brethren, let every man, 
in whatever state he is called, there 
abide with God.” 

Non-Worldly Thinking 
(Matt. 20:25-27) 

A second key to developing a servant¬ 
like attitude is found in verses 25-27. 
We must not pattern ourselves after the 
world’s thinking. Too often, we take 
the world as our model without even 
realizing it. The world’s thinking is, in¬ 
deed, easily known and imitated by 
Christians (v. 25). Jesus says to His 
disciples, you know what the situation 
is among the Gentiles -- the rulers lord 
it over the others. They exercise their 
rights and authority. 

But here, as so often, God’s thinking 
is the reverse of the world’s thinking. 
Jesus’ statement in verses 26-27 is 
striking: God’s prescription for great¬ 
ness is servanthood. God says we must 
lose our life to truly find it. This is 
directly contradictory to the world’s 
thinking. So often we adopt the world’s 
view of things without even realizing it. 
We hear so much about our rights that 
we begin to believe it. God’s pattern is 
submission: of citizens to governing 
authorities, of wives to husbands, of 
children to parents, of all believers to 
God. God has a certain order, and we 
dare not change it -- His sovereign will 
is what matters, not the current public 
opinion. Is “Gay rights” a just cause? 
Public opinion may say yes, but God 
says homosexuality is sin, and His Word 
does not change. Likewise, the world 
may think that the way to greatness is 
by lording it over people and pushing 
one’s way to the top, but God says that 
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true greatness comes by being a servant. 

Following Christ’s Example 
(Matt. 20:28) 

Finally, the third key to developing a 
servant-like attitude is given by Jesus in 
the concluding verse of this passage 
(v. 28). Our supreme motivation should 
be the servant-like example of Christ 
Himself. Christ certainly had the right 
to “Lord” it over people, since He was 
(and is) the Lord. The “Son of man” 
title that Jesus uses here indicates this, 
since it is an allusion to Daniel 7:13-14, 
and the messianic implications of that 
passage. Unlike us, Christ truly had this 
right. Yet, His purpose in coming into 
the world was to serve others, not Him¬ 
self. Philippians 2:5-8 further indicates 
the amazing humility and submission 
of our Lord. And, as both the passage 
in Matthew and the Philippians passage 
point out, this purpose of Christ re¬ 
sulted in His substitutionary death for 
others. Just as Jesus had pointed out to 
James and John (vv. 22-23), suffering - 
yes, even death - is all a part of the 
servant’s road to greatness. So often 
we depict the Christian life as a bed of 
roses, but this is not the New Testa¬ 
ment emphasis. Jesus told His disciples 
again at the end of His life, “the servant 
is not greater than his lord. If they have 
persecuted me, they will also persecute 
you” (John 15:20; see also 1 Pet. 
2:21-24). We were bought with a price 
(1 Cor. 7:23-24); therefore, we are no 
longer man’s servants - we are God’s 
servants. With Paul, we ought to be 
able to say, “the love of Christ con¬ 
strains us” (2 Cor. 5:14). The example 
of Christ is the supreme motivation for 
us to live as He did, as a servant, 
ministering to people with needs. 

Finally, then, we must be content 
where God has put us, not seeking 
positions of prominence or envying 
others; and we must be careful to pat¬ 
tern ourselves not after the world’s way 
of life, but after God’s -- and specifically, 
after the servant-like attitude expressed 
by the Lord Jesus Christ Himself as He 
died for us on the cross. 

God grant that there be more servants 
among us - God grant that each of us 
become His servants , for herein lies the 
key to greatness. £

E ver since the serpent’s distortion 
of God’s command in Eden, people 
have falsely used the Bible to sup¬ 
port their own error. The devil did it 
when he tempted Jesus to cast Himself 
from the pinnacle of the temple “for it is 
written, he will give his angels charge 
over you” (Matt. 4:6). 

Now a book just published explains 
twenty ways that the cults misread the 
Bible. Entitled Scripture Twisting (Inter- 
Varsity Press, 1980), it was written by 
James W. Sire, editor of InterVarsity 
Press and author of several other books 
directed toward the popular evangelical 
reading public. 

Wrong-headed interpretations of the 
Bible can be narrowed down to two 
types: the wrong meaning of terms and 
the misuse of context. Sire has helpfully 
chosen to elucidate the varieties of distor¬ 
tion under twenty categories, ranging from 
“twisted translation” to “collapsing con¬ 
texts.” 

Twisted Translation 

Some cults must twist Scripture by 
providing their own error-strewn transla¬ 
tion of the Bible. Jehovah’s Witnesses 
deny the full deity of Christ by inserting 
brackets in their translation of Col. 1:16-17: 
“All [other] things have been created 
through him and for him. Also, he is be¬ 
fore all [other] things were made to exist.” 
Joseph Smith, the founder of the Mor¬ 
mons, was so sure the Bible was wrong 
that he provided a whole series of twisted 
“revelations” to change the biblical text 
to his own specifications. 

Collapsing Contexts 

Sire points out that another cultic tech¬ 
nique is “collapsing contexts.” Contrary 
to the previous method which adds to the 
words of Scripture, this approach uses 


the exact words of biblical texts but in a 
way that is contrary to the passage con¬ 
taining them. 

For example, Mormons assert the 
non-Christian doctrine of the premortal 
existence of all human spirits. In an at¬ 
tempt to prove this error, they tie together 
Hebrews 12:9 with Jeremiah 1:5 and 
John 1:2. Hebrews tells us that God is 
the Father of Spirits, Jeremiah that God 
knew him before he was conceived, and 
John 1:2 that the Word created all that 
exists. Mormons conclude that all other 
human spirits existed together with the 
Word before creation of the physical 
world. Yet nothing in these passages or 
their contexts asserts or infers that the 
human spirit of Jesus preceded creation 
or that other human spirits existed then. 

This method is found throughout 
much cultic literature. Sire presents 
several examples for each of the twenty 
ways of twisting Scripture from the writings 
of Mary Baker Eddy, Edgar Cayce, Sun 
Myung Moon, Emanuel Swedenborg 
and other cult authors. 

Literate Christian laymen who make 
contact with people need to be aware of 
these techniques for distorting God’s 
Word. Pastors and other Bible teachers 
must be alert to these twenty practices 
listed by Sire lest they fall prey to using 
them. All Christians will gain by reading 
and applying the truth of Scripture 
Twisting. 0

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Reflections interviews Dr. Will Miller, Chairman of the 
Department of Evangelism and Missions and Dean of 
Students. Dr. Miller has served on the faculty at WBC 
since 1967. 


REFLECTIONS: How did you become involved in 
teaching evangelism? 

DR. MILLER: In the years preceding my joining 

the faculty of WBC I had been involved in conducting 
evangelistic crusades in Scotland, New Zealand, Aus¬ 
tralia, Fiji, and various parts of North America. The Lord 
was pleased to bless in the salvation of many souls, 
and I became increasingly aware of the need to spend 
more time in seeking to train others to become effec¬ 
tive in their Christian witness. This growing conviction 
indicated that teaching evangelism could be a worth¬ 
while way of multiplying my ministry, and, as I prayed 
about this possibility, I received an invitation from WBC 
in 1967 to become involved in this type of service. The 
opportunity of “teaching others also” has brought a 
deep sense of fulfillment. 


REFLECTIONS: is evangelism simply sharing gospel 
literature? 


DR. MILLER: Evangelism may include the distri¬ 

bution of gospel literature, but it involves much more. 
At WBC we teach students how to witness when they 
share a gospel tract, how to win others to Christ, and 
also how to follow up those who have made this deci¬ 
sion. After all, the imperative in the great commission 
is, “Make disciples,” and therefore we emphasize the 
importance of caring for the new convert through per¬ 
sonal interest and involvement. The Christian Service 
Department at the College provides adequate follow-up 
materials, and every endeavor is made to encourage 
spiritual growth and to introduce new Christians to a 
Bible-believing church. 
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REFLECTIONS: Are there rewards for the Christian 
who witnesses? 

DR. MILLER: I have often said that the rewards 

here and now of seeing people coming to Christ and 
continuing to live for Him are so wonderful that any 
future rewards in heaven can only be additional blessings 
to those already experienced. Apparently this thought 
must have been in the mind of the Apostle Paul when 
he wrote to the Thessalonian believers in these words, 
“For you are our glory and joy” (1 Thess. 2:20). He had 
only just written, “For who is our hope or joy or crown 
of rejoicing? Is it not even you, in the presence of our 
Lord Jesus at His coming?” (1 Thess. 2:19). The Word 
of God teaches that there will be rewards at the return 
of Christ for all who have been faithful in their witness 
for Him. 

REFLECTIONS: How is evangelism related to mis¬ 
sions? 

DR. MILLER: The objectives in evangelism and 

missions are the same, namely, to reach people for 
Christ, and to establish believers in local churches. 
However, when thinking of missions we usually think 
of evangelistic work in another country or culture. Our 
Lord has said that “the field is the world,” and conse¬ 
quently evangelism and missions are closely related in 
their ultimate purpose. The location of the ministry is 
purely incidental to the field of service to which either 
the evangelist or missionary is called. It is also true to 
say that the gift of the evangelist is given to men (Eph. 
4:8-11), although the work of evangelism and missions 
is the responsibility of all believers. 


REFLECTIONS: What practical training in evan¬ 
gelism is given to WBC students? 

DR. MILLER: Students receive practical instruc¬ 

tion in class on how to share their faith, how to lead a 
soul to Christ, and how to become involved in discipling 
others. Every student is also required to fulfill a specific 
ministry each week, and our policy is to have more ex¬ 
perienced students accompany those who are less ex¬ 
perienced in order that they may learn as they serve. 
There is also a week of evangelism scheduled each 
semester, and this activity by the student body presents 
an opportunity to gain practical experience in both 
open air and visitation evangelism. Members of the 
faculty are involved with the students in the various 
ministries during this week. The Christian Service De¬ 
partment has a particular responsibility in all Christian 
Service assignments, discussing with the students 
ways and means of effectively witnessing and giving 
them help and encouragement in their practical work 
for the Lord. 

REFLECTIONS: What specific types of teams are 
involved regularly in evangelism? 

DR. MILLER: This fall WBC students have the 

opportunity to be involved with one of twelve evan¬ 
gelistic teams which go out weekly: airport team, campus 
team, DC Children’s Center team, door-to-door visita¬ 
tion, hospital visitation at DC General and Capitol Hill 
Hospitals, literature distribution team, adult and chil¬ 
dren’s open-air teams, puppet team, nursing home team, 
and the jail team. 

REFLECTIONS: What is the rationale for evangelism 
and outreach at Washington Bible College? 

DR. MILLER: In the New Testament Christ is 

revealed as the Savior of sinners. His own words are, 
“For the Son of man has come to seek and to save that 
which was lost” (Lk. 19:10). He taught and trained His 
disciples in evangelism, for He had said to them, “Follow 
Me, and I will make you become fishers of men” (Mk. 
1:17). Then, of course, just before His ascension His 
commission was, “Go therefore and make disciples of 
all the nations ...” (Mt. 28:19), and He confirmed this 
with His promise, “But you shall receive power when 
the Holy Spirit is come upon you, and you shall be My 
witnesses ..." (Acts 1:8). It is both interesting and in¬ 
structive to note that this was precisely the plan of 
evangelism which was followed by the early believers 
in Christ. The Book of Acts and the rest of the New 
Testament prove this fact. It is with this responsibility 
in mind that the Apostle Paul said, “The love of Christ 
constrains...” (2 Cor. 5:14). #

THE BENEFITS OF 

MISSIONARY 

CANDIDATING

Missionaries to South Africa! It seems in¬ 
credible that as I write this, my family and I an¬ 
ticipate arrival in Johannesburg in just 10 days. 
Within a month our ministry in Cape Town will 
have begun. This marks exactly one year from 
the beginning of what faith mission boards 
refer to as “deputation” -- a year that has been 
filled with more faith-building experience in 
walking with and serving the Lord than almost 
any other period of our lives. 

Unfortunately, this is not always the experience 
of the missionary appointee. Mention the word 
“deputation” in a gathering of missionaries and 
be prepared! Reaction will range from the strong¬ 
ly positive to the definitely negative. Sadly, 
deputation is often seen as a chore, a kind of 
necessary evil. Some look at deputation as fund¬ 
raising and feel that their high calling has been 
degraded somewhat by the necessity of a “tin 
cup tour”! 

Well, the Shive family is convinced that God 
intends deputation to be very positive. It should 
pick up one’s prayer life and one’s “trust life.” 
It is the chance of a lifetime to gain some 
mountain-moving faith. 

How is it, though, that deputation experience 
varies so widely? There are several possible 
factors. For example, it could be that what is 
being pursued is not God’s will in the first place. 
What a wonderful opportunity to be convinced 
of God’s will as He confirms it through a fruitful 
deputation. He can also, of course, use this 
time to decisively close the door. He may also 
close the door temporarily, indicating that He 
has other plans first. Ruth and I tested the waters 
several years ago relative to foreign missions 
and realized that we were “out of sync” with 


God’s plan at that time. I shudder to think what 
kind of deputation we might have had if we had 
chosen to go ahead with our plans. 

Deputation can also be discouraging when 
one’s methodology is not right. This is cause 
for prayerful consideration of every area. For 
example, it might be well to review hints and 
helps given during candidate school. Some 
ideas which were helpful to us were given in 
the form of “Be-attitudes”: 

1. Be biblical 

2. Be humble -- no arrogance! Go in to 
serve. 

3. Be ethical -- follow directions; stay 
within time limits. 

4. Be ready -- for any opportunity that 
might arise. 

5. Be knowledgeable -- about your field, 
mission board, ministry. 

6. Be optimistic (and positive) -- empha¬ 
size opportunities. 

7. Be creative -- look for ways to awaken, 
increase, and hold interest. 

8. Be grateful -- in homes, in pulpits, with 
pastors. 

9. Be systematic -- have an orderly ap¬ 
proach and keep good records. 

10. Be Christ-like -- magnify the Lord in 
messages and in all aspects of the 
ministry. 

The candidate might also contact the home 
office or area representative for aid. In this way 
he may be reminded of resources or helps that 
he has forgotten. And of course, the missionary 
would always do well to keep in close contact 
with the pastor and leaders of his home church. 
Their prayerful advice and encouragement can 
be of great value. 

We have found that failure in any of these 
things can hold back a missionary-designate 
from the completion of this part of his ministry. 
However, there is one factor which has been 
almost universally true in the case of an ex¬ 
tended, discouraging deputation. That is the 
attitude factor: the attitude held by the missionary 
from the beginning of his deputation. The fol¬ 
lowing is a statement which originated with 
Lyle Petersen, Extension Secretary of TEAM: 


Deputation is the ministry of sharing 
the concern God has given you for 
people in spiritual need. Its goal is to 
glorify God, serve the people you 
minister to, and supply needed infor¬ 
mation. 


We are convinced that if, from the beginning, a 
prospective missionary will define deputation 
in this way, he is on his way to an exciting and 
fruitful deputation. 

Now the first four words of the statement are 
critical. Deputation is a ministry. It is not prepara¬ 
tion for future ministry. It is certainly not a period 
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of initiation to be endured before ministry can begin. And, 
please note, it is not primarily to raise money or even 
extract promises of prayer support. “. . . Its goal is to 
glorify God, serve people, and provide needed informa¬ 
tion.” The beauty of all this is that we are now saved from 
the unloving tendency to look at every church or in¬ 
dividual in terms of potential $$. We are now freed to do 
what God has called us to do, which leaves to Him the 
part that is rightfully His. 

We have found that money and prayer are the direct 
result of proper deputation. We are convinced that the 
one who is called of God to serve Him in a faith mission 
framework, and who operates according to this “minis¬ 
try” concept, will never have to worry about having 
enough financial or prayer backing. 

Some might be interested in knowing how deputa¬ 
tion might affect a family. This is a valid concern be¬ 
cause it can be a very demanding and potentially dis¬ 
ruptive experience. In 12 months of deputation, we 
travelled thousands of miles. We had 84 meetings in 
over 40 churches. We stayed in innumerable homes. 
All of this was done alongside full-time school teaching 
for me, homemaking and some substitute teaching for 
Ruth, and, of course, school for Nathan and Amy. Yet 
the entire family was involved in every meeting (except 
for a siege of chicken pox) and would still insist that 
deputation was a good experience. 

How? The answer again relates to attitude -- the at¬ 
titude of parents in seeing deputation as a ministry and 
as having very high and noble goals. The children will 
take their cues from the parents and if the ministry 
element is there with all the exciting “Joy in serving 
Jesus” possibilities, the children tend to be enthu¬ 
siastic. Our family has not been shortchanged by depu¬ 
tation. Our ministry potential has actually increased as 
the children gained experience before groups. We tried 
to involve them in every possible way. They were inter¬ 
viewed in Children’s Church and Sunday School openings. 
They explained our South Africa scrapbook to Sunday 
School classes. At our meetings, each had a job in setting 
up and taking down the display and slide projector. All 
of this brought the family together as we engaged in a 
team effort. 

Then there was fellowship. This factor made deputa¬ 
tion memorable for all of us. Nathan and Amy met lots 
of kids, developed pen pals, and were adopted by Sunday 
School classes and families. Ruth and I have had many 
of the same joys as we have met with so many of God’s 
people and have seen Him establish new relationships, 
strengthening “ties that bind.” We are certain that God 
has put together a support team that is His choice for us. 

In short, we testify to God’s all-sufficient grace! He 
has been so good to us. We marvel at the wisdom and 
power that He has so gloriously displayed over the past 
year. We will take the remembrance of these mighty 
works of His with us to South Africa -- perhaps to fall 
back on during difficult times yet ahead, but always 
with a sense of humility that “He considered us faithful, 
appointing us to His service” (I Timothy 1:12).#
